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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 4, 8 & 1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claims positively recite a "material" which is "selected to prevent galling". 
However, the original disclosure does not describe what materials prevent galling or 
what materials, out of the vast number of materials, fall within the scope of the claimed 
invention. Clarification and correction are required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1-1 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 5,964,408 to MUSSON. Re claims 1-4 & 13-15, MUSSON discloses a flow diverter 
valve assembly including a housing (20) and a flow diverter valve assembly connected 
to the housing, the flow diverter including a fixed outer member (32) and spring (40) 
which moves from a by-pass position (figure 13) to an engaged position (figure 14), and 
the use of grit-resistant material (column 1 , line 40). Re claims 5-12, Musson further 
discloses multiple flow diverters in series (figure 1). It is noted that the preamble the 
language "ultrasonic cleaner" and the phrase "for irradiated nuclear fuel assemblies", 
which are not given weight because they are intended use which occur in the preamble. 
A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the 
purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the 
claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process 
steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 
USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 
(CCPA1951).
